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The American jury: Is it dying?

Juries can invoke horrific 
images of injustice. Colo¬ 
nial New England witch 
trials and the Jim Crow 
South come first to mind 
- instances of juries bound 
by a common fear and 
driven by a twisted sense 
of morality weigh heavily 
on our collective shame. 
Yet, the jury' trial, for all its 
faults, is enshrined in the 
Constitution and the Bill 
of Rights as the essential 
right of all free men and 
women. 

Dennis Hale’s book, 
“The Jury in America: 
Triumph and Decline.” is 
a study of the jury system 
since its inception in medi¬ 
eval England as a “tool of 
kings" to its 18th century 
Enlightenment concept of 
“champion of the people’s 
rights" through to the 
postmodern jury of today. 
Mr. Hale will speak about 
all these juries at Sunday 
AuthorTalks on Feb. 19, 
at 4 p.m., at the Paul Pratt 
Memorial Library. 

The American jury 
system has naturally 
changed over time, just as 
the country has changed. 
The modem system didn’t 
emerge until the late 19th 
century. “Understand¬ 
ing the jury is a way to 
understand democracy 
itself," states Mr. Hale.

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the dunderhead, the phi¬ 
losopher — just as is the 
composition of the 12 
jurors. 

Surprisingly, the major¬ 
ity of jury trials worldwide 
take place in the US -- the 
system is used far less fre¬ 
quently than it once was in 
Great Britain, New Zea¬ 
land, Australia, Canada, 
and even today in the US, 
only 2 percent of legal 
cases are resolved by the 
jury. Critics of the system 
cite sensational jury trials 
like that of O.J. Simpson 
as evidence of a severely 
flawed system; but defend¬ 
ers of the system w arn that 
the disappearance of the 
jury trial would be a pro¬ 
found blow to democracy. 

Given Professor Hale’s 
very thorough and pro¬ 
found study of American 
juries, Sunday AuthorTalks 
is certain to be a spirited 
discussion about the future 
of this iconic American 
institution.

T he jury ’s still out as 
to whether an an¬ 
nual skin check at 
the dermatologist is neces¬ 
sary for every one. 

Although the U.S. Preven¬ 
tive Service Task Force con¬ 
cluded in July 2016 , “the cur¬ 
rent evidence is insufficient to 
assess the balance ofbenefits 
and harms of visual skin ex¬ 


amination by a clinician to 
screen for skin cancer in 
adults," the American Acad¬ 
emy of Dermatology recom¬ 
mends total body skin exam¬ 
inations, especially for those 
individuals with a prior his¬ 
tory of skin cancer and indi¬ 
viduals at higher risk for de¬ 
veloping skin cancer. 

Whether you get checked 
annually or not, being aware 
of the different risk factors for 
developing skin cancer and

knowing what to look for can 
only be beneficial. 

“There are a huge number 
ol people, particularly in our 
area, who are from Irish, Eng¬ 
lish Swedish and Scottish 
backgrounds who have very 
fair skin," Dr. Richard F. ELsen, 
of South Shore Skin Center, 
said. “The color of your skin 
correlates with the risk of skin 
cancer as does the color of your 
eyes and hair." 

Melanin, the pigment re¬ 
sponsible for the amount of 
color in your skin, absorbs 
ultraviolet light rays, Eisen 
explained. The more melanin 
you have, the more color your 
skin has. The darker the col¬ 
or of your skin, the more rays 
are absorbed by the melanin, 
which prevents them from 
damaging your skin. 

“People with blue eyes, 
green eyes, blond hair or red¬ 
heads tend to have less 
melanin in their skin. They 
don’t tan as well, they bum 
more often than tan, and suf¬ 
fer more damage from ultra¬ 
violet light," Eisen said. 

Who’s at risk? 

“Certainly ifyou’re 'I\pe 1 or 
II there’s an increased risk of 
skin cancer," said Eisen, re¬ 
ferring to the Fitzpatrick skin 
type classification system. 

Thomas B. Fitzpatrick 
M.D., Ph.D., the chairman of 
the Department of Derma¬ 
tology at Harvard Medical 
School and Chief of Derma¬ 
tology at Massachusetts Gen¬ 
eral Hospital from 1959 to 
1987, developed this classifi¬ 
cation system in 1975 based on 
a persons skin color and re¬ 
sponses to sun exposure in 
terms of degree of burning 
and tanning. 

Type I: always bums, nev¬ 
er tans 

Type II: mostly bums, 
sometimes tans 

Type III: mostly tans and 
occasionally bums 

Type IV: tans easily, less 
likely to bum 

Type V: tans easily, rarely 
bums

Other risk factors 

According to Eisen, the 
following are additional fac¬ 
tors that contribute to an in¬ 
creased risk of developing 
skin cancer: 

• People who have more 
than 50 moles 

• People w'ho have had 
multiple sunburns, particu¬ 
larly blistering sunburns oc¬ 
curring before the age of 18 

• People who have used 
tanning beds 

• People with a personal or 
family history of skin cancer 

• People with outdoor oc¬ 
cupations 

What to look for 

Eisen stressed the impor¬ 
tance of noting and getting 
cheeked anything on your 
skin that wasn’t there before, 
and particularly something 
that’s changing. 

"If you develop a new 
growth - it could look like a 
pimple, a scar or an ulcer - 
anything that persists for 
longer than you would expect 
is something you should have 
checked either by your pri¬ 
mary care physician or a doc¬ 
tor with training in derma¬ 
tology,” Eisen said. 

Usually skin cancers grow 
while normal skin growths 
usually do not change or grow 
very slowly, Eisen explained. 
Basal cell and squamous cell 
cancers sometimes bleed and 
they’re sometimes painful, 
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although mostly not, he 
added. And they tend not to 
heal. 

“There are 3.3 million cas¬ 
es of basal cell and squa¬ 
mous cell skin cancers diag¬ 
nosed each year versus 
76,000 cases of melanoma 
diagnosed each year, Eisen 
said. “As far as melanoma 
goes, it can develop in a pre¬ 
existing mole, or it could de¬ 
velop on normal appearing 
skin without a pre-existing 
mole.” 

Warning signs of 
melanoma 

The warning signs of 
melanoma can be as easily re¬ 
membered as your ABCs. 
Eisen described the following 
characteristics to look for 
when examining vour moles: 

A - Assvmetry: If you 
draw a line through the mid¬ 
dle of a spot or mole on your 
skin, and both sides aren t the 
same. 

B -Border: In a normal 
mole, the border is smooth; 
in an abnormal mole, the 
edges can be ill-defined or ir¬ 
regular in shape- 

C - Color: Typically, most 
moles have one color, Eisen 
explained. Abnormal moles 
can have different shades of 
pigment - sometimes two 
different shades of brown, 
sometimes black pigment, 
sometimes red or ' Trite. 

D - Diameter: Typically, 
normal moles are less than 
an eraser head in size - about 
6 millimeters or 1/4 inch, 
Eisen said. “The most com¬ 
mon type of melanoma, su¬ 
perficial spreading, is larger 
than an eraser head and con¬ 


tinues to get bigger, however, 
you can’t go by that criteria for 
all melanomas," Eisen said. 
“There’s another kind called 
nodular: Those appear very 
quickly and grow very quick¬ 
ly” 

E - Evolving: “The key is 
that it’s changing, it’s evolv¬ 
ing, it’s not static,” Eisen said. 

Wlial you can do 

Eisen suggests using Mole 
Mapper, a cell phone app 
that can help you map, meas¬ 
ure and monitor the appear¬ 
ance of moles on your skin. 

“It’s helpful as it’s hard to 
remember exactly what 
things look like just in your 
mind’s eye,” Eisen said. “If 
there are changes in size, 
shape or color, it’s something 
to get checked." 

Mole Mapper is available 
through Apple’s App Store 
and on Google Play store.

ing to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. How¬ 
ever, the estimated number of 
cases is thought to be 10 times 
as high as officially reported 
cases, which would put the es¬ 
timate at 380,000, the agency- 
said. The difference is be¬ 
cause the CDC does not in¬ 
clude all numbers turned in by- 
state and local governments, 
for example because of esti¬ 
mates based on sampling, 
Leland said. 

Because Lyme can manifest 
itself in many ways, it is often 
misdiagnosed A circular rash 
and flu-like symptoms are 
typical, but odd symptoms 
that don’t fell into a pattern oc¬ 
cur, too. 

“It’s not always easy to cat¬ 
egorize and its symptoms of¬ 
ten mimic other diseases,” Le¬ 
land said. 

Plus, there is no definitive 
test for Lyme and false-nega¬ 
tive testing is always a possi¬ 
bility, she added. 

Often called the great imi¬ 
tator, Lyme disease “can bur¬ 
row into any organ of the 
body - the brain, heart, mus¬ 
cles and joints, gastrointesti¬ 
nal and nervous systems,” Le¬ 
land said.

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Thwarting ticks 

The ticks that spread Lyme 
disease are most active during 
hill and winter, according to 
llie Companion Animal Para¬ 
site Council. 

Ticks thrive virtually every¬ 
where in the country, with 
different species preferring 
different lorales. While ticks 
are commonly found in heav¬ 
ily wooded areas, they also 
thrive in domestic settings 
such as gardens, landscape 
plantings and backyard grass¬ 
es. Experts estimate that the 
majority of people who con¬ 
tract tick-home diseases came 
in contact with the tick that 
made them ill right in their 
own backyards. 

“It’s not just deer that carry 
the ticks that spread Lyme 
disease. Other small rodents 
like mice can carry it, too,” 
Leland said. 

Your highest risk of en¬ 
countering a tick would be by 
sitting on a downed log, lean¬ 
ing against a tree trunk or 
gathering firewood, she added. 

According to LymeDis- 
ease. 0135 , here are some ways to 
reduce the ticks on your prop¬ 
erty: 

• Prune trees. 

• Clear brush. 

• Remove litter. 

• Mow grass short and let it 
dry r thoroughly between wa¬ 
terings. 

• Move shrubbery and over¬ 
growth farther from areas fre¬ 
quented by people. 

To make your property un¬ 
attractive to animals that are 
hosts to ticks: 

• Eliminate bird feeders, 
birdbaths and salt licks. 

• Erect fencing around the 
property. 

• Clear away woodpiles, 
garbage and leaf piles. 

• Remove stone walls that 
provide homes to wildlife. 

• Have your property chem¬ 
ically treated. 

When outdoors, dress de¬ 
fensively with shoes, socks, 
long pants and sleeves, Leland 
said. 

“Clothing that is pretreated 
with the repellent permethrin 


can be bought at outdoors 
stores and lasts through about 
70 washings. Or, you can buy 
permethrin spray and treat 
clothes yourself" Leland said. 

Repellents that include 
DEET are recommended by 
the CDC, but more natural op¬ 
tions like picaridin or lemon 
eucalyptus oil work, too.

Cohasset leaders attend marijuana law seminar 


More than 160 regional 
public health, law enforce¬ 
ment, education and 
municipal leaders, including 
Cohasset Police Officer Daniel 
Williams and Patti Napoli- 
tano from Safe Harbor, joined 
District Attorney Michael W. 
Morrissey at his “Marijuana 
Legalization - Community 
Strategies” seminar last week 
to learn about the public 
health, safety and governance 
issues and problems related to 


the new law. 

“The ballot question 
was designed to maximize 
corporate profit, without 
regard for graceful or effi¬ 
cient implementation. That 
leaves towns and cities 
with a lot of unanswered 
questions,” said Morrissey, 
whose office organized the 
seminar in partnership 
with the Canton Alliance 
Against Substance Abuse, 
Needham Public Health, 


Walpole Police and Stough¬ 
ton U-Knighted. 

Attorney Katherine 
Laughman from the firm 
Kopelman & Paige led with 
a presentation on regulation 
and taxation of marijuana, 
including the steps towns 
need to take to regulate 
employees getting high at 
work - since marijuana 
will no longer be defined 
as a controlled substance - 
and ways to zone where pot 


shops can locate. 

With an audience that 
was almost half police offi¬ 
cers, Attorney John Scheft 
from Law Enforcement 
Dimensions detailed the 
intricacies of enforcing the 
new hodgepodge of law, 
where a citizen can grow 
six marijuana plants at their 
home legally, but to do so 
at a second home or rented 
space is a crime. A land¬
